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BEANS—Bush 


Plant only in warm, well-prepared soil, about 4 inches apart, 114-2 inches deep. Under hand cultivation 
and in poor soil rows may be 18-24 inches apart; in rich fields under horse or tractor cultivation, 30-36 
inches. Cultivate only before blooming and never when wet. Pick frequently as pods approach maturity, 


to get full yield. 


Plant a succession every two weeks to ensure 


supplies throughout the season. 


Allow 1 lb. for every 100 feet of row, about 100 lbs. per acre. 


DWARF SNAP GREEN PODS 
Bountiful 4S days 


Very popular Bean for early garden snaps. Plant 
is vigorous grower and prolific bearer of pods 6 to 
7 inches long—straight, broad and thick-flat. String- 
less, brittle, tender and of fine quality. Seeds straw 
color. 


Plentiful O1 days 


Classified as a black-seeded Bountiful but matures 
about 3 days later than Bounti‘ul. Plants strong, 
vigorous, productive. Pods flat, ight green, quite 
straight, stringless. Seeds black. 


DWARF WAX SORTS

Bushy plants about 15 inches high, bear large 
number of round, thick, stringless pods 6 to 7 inches 
long, of excellent quality.

A strain of No. 152 which does not develop suckers, 

used for Winter cropping. 

Imperial No. 44 82 days 


A development from Imperial No. 152. Heads 
better in Hawaii. It is less subject to tip burn. Hard, 
well-formed heads with long leaves. 


Imperial No. 152 80 days 


Of the New York type, with solid, firm, medium 
heads; and resistant to brown blight. 


Imperial No. 847 84 days 


A brown-blight-resisting variety which stands up 
in Summer weather and resists tipburn. Medium 
large, hard heads well covered by outer leaves. 


Black seed. 


Mignonette (Commonly known in Hawaii 
as Manoa Lettuce) 67 days 


Leafy, with very small head but does well in Sum- 
mer where other types will not grow. 


Manoa Special (Green Mignonette) 60 days 


This is an improved type which became very popu- 
lar during the last five years. Heads larger than 
Mignonette. Is the best warm weather Lettuce so far 
found but may be replaced by Great Lakes. 


MUSTARD 


Florida Broad Leaf 


A vigorous, large leaf variety that grows fast but 
stands longer than most varieties before bolting to 
seed. The leaves are large, yellowish-green in color; 
nearly smooth without fringing. The midrib is a 
lighter shade of green. 


Shakushina 


Known as spoon Cabbage. A quick growing vari- 
ety, particularly suited to Hawaiian climate. Leaves 
oblong, thick, smooth, dark green with white ribs. 
Slow to seed. 


Kai Choy (Also known as Chinese Green 
Mustard Cabbage) 
A tall, vigorously growing sort with large green, 


slightly crumpled lea‘ and has a mildly pungent 
flavor. 


Pak Choy (White Mustard Cabbage) 


Quick growing variety particularly suited to local 
climate. Leaves oblong, thick, smooth dark green 
with white ribs. Most useful all-purpose green.

Extra Early Dwarf Green 50 days 


This plant grows about 2 feet high with many 
branches. The large green, tender pods are thickly 
set on the plant. Pods 5 to 7 inches long. 


Mammoth Long Green Podded

A very large plant, growing 3 to 4 feet high in 
Hawaii and covered with deep dark green pods fre- 
quently 7 to 8 inches long, ribbed and tapered. 


ONION 


Bermuda, Light Yellow Skin 92 days 


This variety has a light yellow or straw colored 
skin with white flesh. Used extensively in the South, 
especially in the Onion growing districts of Texas. 
A flat, thin necked Onion of very mild and pleasant 
flavor. Early and uniform in maturity.

A large, globular, yellow variety of Spanish origin. 
Golden yellow skin and white, very sweet flesh. 
Excellent for shipping and Fall storage.

This is a vigorous growing, compact, productive 
sort. Leaves are very dark green in color, finely cut 
and so thickly curled that a plant resembles a bunch 
of moss. A home and market garden variety, excel- 
lent for garnishing and decoration.

PEAS 


Melting Sugar, Edible Pod 75 days 


Vines 4 to 5 feet. Similar to the gray seeded vari- 
ety in growth. Should be broken and cooked, pods 
and all, like Snap Beans.

Dwarf Gray Sugar, Edible Pod 69 days 


Vines 24 to 30 inches high with an abundance of 
medium-sized sweet and tender pods, seed gray 
mottled in appearance. To be prepared for the table 
in the same manner as Snap Beans. 


Maule’s Giant Sugar 75 days 


Plant is similar to Mammoth Melting. Used for 
home and market gardens. Resistant to Fusarium 
wilt. Plant is light green and coarse. Pods are single, 
7/8 inch wide, light green, blunt, straight, indented 
and 5 inches long. Seed is round and gray. 


Alderman 7) days 


A giant-podded variety of the ““Telephone”’ group. 
Vines 4% to 5 feet tall, dark green. Pods dark green, 
tapered, 414 to 51% inches long, 7/8 inch wide and 
contain 8 to 10 peas. Recommended for home and 
market gardens and shipping.

The most popular, widely used and finest of the 
mild flavored large Peppers. Fruits four-lobed, when 
young, 414 inches long, 4 inches in diameter.

World Beater, Selected Strain 7) days 


A very excellent second early variety. It was se- 
lected from a cross between Chinese Giant and Ruby 
King.

Earlier and larger than the Cushaws but resembles 
them in shape. Dark green skin with lighter green 
stripes. Good quality, deep yellow flesh. Weight, 
about 12 Ibs. Seeds have unique markings. A good 
variety for canning and stock feed. 


Kentucky Field 118 days 


A standard large Pumpkin for pies and for stock 
food. Large, round, flattened, with broad ribs. Size 
12 by 7 inches. Skin creamy buff. Flesh is yellow, 
fine grained and very thick. The standard variety 
for canning. 


King of the Mammoths 118 days 


This is the largest pumpkin, often weighing 75 to 
100 lbs. Productive and of fine feeding value. Grown 
largely for stock food but is also much used for pies. 
Fruits round, flattened and slightly ribbed. Skin 
yellow and mottled with salmon orange; flesh deep 
yellow and very thick. Size 24 by 18 inches. 


Connecticut Field 115 days 


A large, rich, smooth, orange yellow Pumpkin, 
usedfextensively for canning, very popular for pies 
and excellent for stock feed. Grown largely in Corn 
fields. Shape slightly oval. Can be grown anywhere. 


RUTABAGA 


American Purple Top 90 days 


The standard variety grown for home use, market 
and storage. Roots large and globular, deep purplish 
red above ground, light yellow below, with medium 
short neck. Flesh a creamy yellow, of finest texture 
and flavor. A good yielder and keeper.

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RADISH 


California Mammoth White Do days 


Largest of all Winter Radishes and a favorite with 
the Chinese gardeners in California. Root grows 
8 inches long and 2 to 3 inches in diameter. Pure 
white skin and flesh. May be used in all stages of 
growth. Flesh is solid, crisp and mildly pungent. 


White Icicle 30 days 


Roots 5 to 6 inches long and 1 inch thick. Pure 
white, with small tops. Usually marketed when 
about 14 inch in diameter. Equally suitable for out- 
door planting or forcing under glass. The most popu- 
lar white home garden variety. 


Chinese White Winter (Celestial) 60 days 


Roots large, 8 inches long; 24% to 3 inches in 
diameter, cylindrical, with heavy shoulder; flesh 
white, crisp, rather mild in flavor. 


Chinese Turnip 45 to 50 days 


A popular all-weather Radish. Roots are 4 to 5 
inches long, 2 inches in diameter with blunt ends. 
Leaves are smooth and the taste is mild. 


Early Scarlet Globe 24 days 


A sort which is equally valuable for outdoor plant- 
ing and for forcing. Roots are of the broad-olive 
shape. At 34 inch in diameter it is at its best. Small 
tops. Skin bright scarlet. Flesh white and crisp. 


Sparkler 25 days 


Similar to Early Scarlet Turnip White Tipped, 
but with a larger white area around tip. Roots almost 
globe-shaped, upper and greater part being bright 
scarlet. Tops small. Roots remain solid, crisp and 
sweet even when fully developed.

SPINACH 
New Zealand 70 days 


The variety which endures heat and hence is an 
ideal variety for Summer use. It thrives in almost all 
soils. The leaves are comparatively small, broad and 
pointed, but the plant is large and spreading. The 
tender, leafy shoots may be cut throughout the Sum- 
mer. This plant is not a real member of the Spinach 
family. Seeds large, irregular. 


Prickly Winter 45 days 

Plants large, vigorous and hardy. Leaves thick, 
medium sized, dark green. Usually planted in, the 
Fall in the Southwest. Seeds prickly.

SQUASH— Winter Varieties 


Banana 110 days 

Cylindrical fruits, usually 20 to 24 inches long and 
6 inches in diameter. The skin is smooth and green- 
ish gray, with thin, brittle rind. The orange-yellow 
flesh is firm and solid, free from fiber or stringiness 


and of delicious flavor. Excellent for pies. Very 
productive. 
Blue Hubbard 110 days 


The Blue Hubbard is a distinct variety resembling 
the True Original Hubbard in size and shape, but 
the color is a clear blue gray. Flesh is bright yellow, 
thick, fine grained, very dry and sweet. Splendid for 
pies. A good keeper. 


Table Queen, Des Moines or Acorn 58 days 


An excellent table Squash. The fruits are about 
the size of a cocoanut, and half of one, baked, serves 
one person amply. The shell is smooth, and dark 
green, deeply furrowed, keeping as well as the Hub- 
bards. Flesh is rich orange-yellow, cooking as dry 
and sweet as a Sweet Potato. An enormous yielder, 
a few hills furnishing an ample supply for a good- 
sized family.

SWISS CHARD 


Dark Green, White Ribbed 50-55 days 


Leaves ready for use in about 7 weeks—and there- 
after unti frost. A popular variety for home and 
market garden. Grows about 24 inches tall. The 
leaves grow large and upright and as the outer leaves 
are cut more come ‘rom the center. The midrib or 
center stem of each leaf is large and almost white. 
After trimming it can be cooked and served like 
Asparagus. The leaf part is cooked like Spinach 
or Turnip greens. 


Rhubarb Chard 60 days 


A delicious vegetable, possessing such beauty that 
it may well be used in flower borders and frequently 
is seen, both leaves and stalk, in flower arrangements. 
It is as a tasty cooked vegetable that it has won its 
greatest fame. The bright, translucent, crimson 
stalks alone may be used, or only the green leaves 
cooked separately, or both together. Either way, 
you have a delicious cooked vegetable treat in store 
for you. Grows to maturity in 60 days.

A second early, scarlet-fruited variety. Disease- 
resistant.

Biennials—Plants which live two years, usually 
blooming only during the second year. 


Perennials—Plants which, when grown from seed, 
usually begin blooming the second year, and con- 
tinue to live and bloom each succeeding year. 
In some instances, these plants bloom the first 
year, from seed.
